lomatic excuse and the prohibitions 
are believed to be but the begin- 
ning of a tariff war against the United 
States. 


A weapon of retaliation may be 


found in what is known as the discrim- 
inating flag law, which requires that 
an additional ten per cent, .shall be 
collected on all goods coming to Amer- 
ican ports on a vessel bearing the 
flag 
of a nation 
which 
discrim- 


inates 
against 
any of 
our prod- 


ucts. 
It is automatic 
in its op- 


eration, aud requires only that the 
secretary of the treasui-y should be in- 
formed that the discrimination exists. 
No proclamation on the part of the 
president is necessary, as in the case 
of a retaliation act, but when the sec- 
retary of the treasury has 
official 


knowledge of discrimination b3~ any 
country the law is mandatory that he 
shall at once collect the 10 per cent, 
additional duty on goods imported un- 
der the flag of that country. 


This law. it is held, should, in its in- 


tent, be operative at this time against 
all five of these countries, but the sec- 
retary of state hesitates to officially 
notify the secretary of the treasury of 
the discrimination. It is said that lie 
has trouble in satisfying himself that 
he can declare the discrimination 
while the countries making it claim 
that it is merely a health regulation 
that our meats and live stock are ex- 
cluded. 


The secretary of agriculture has in- 


.formed the president and secretary of 
state that no diseased meats or live 
stock are shipped abroad from this 
country: 
that 
inspection 
here is 


more thorough and complete than 
any foreign government has the fa- 
cilities for, and 
that 
the 
meat 


which 
Germany, France, Belgium 


and Denmark pronounce infected is de- 
clared by our inspectors at the inland 
point of shipment, the port of embark- 
ation and the foreign port of entry to 
be perfectly free from disease. If this 
be true, it is held that the discrimina- 
tion against this country is unqualified, 
and that the secretary of the treasury 
should have no option in the matter, 
but should immediately enforce the 
flag 
law. 


It is predicted by students of our 


foreign commerce that the discrimina- 
tion against American fresh meat and 
live stock, if not retaliated upon at 
once, will be followed rapidly by dis- 
crimination against one article after 
another of American export, until all 
American products will be excluded 
from the countries of Europe except 
England, and possibly Austria.

Commodore Laidley shortly before 13 


o'clock Saturday went in person to the 
wreckage below Riverside on the har- 
bor boat Hercules Carrel, with a crew 
of about twenty-five men, to begin work 
in among- the sunken portion of the 
ca~bin there. Commodore S. W. Wise 
also manned two yawls with practical 
boatmen, whom he gave orders to go 
down the river on both sides as far as 
the mouth of the Miami and make dili- 
gent search for the missing-bodies. Dr. 
E. P. Dameron and three others also 
took a carriage and went down the 
river road to Riverside and will make 
a thoroug-h search for the body of Capt. 
Carter. Charles B. Wing and P. B. 
Diem, who are intimate friends of W. 
J.'Aull, of Dayton, together with the 
missing man's brother, have also or- 
ganized a searching party art*- have 
gone to Trautman's and Riverside to 
search among the willows along the 
shore. It was the intention of Com- 
modore Wise to put divers to work at 
the wreck, but its condition is such 
-that they can not work until the river 
falls a few feet more. Two divers will 
be here Monday morning and will be- 
gin work. It is thought that by Mon- 
day the river will have fallen sufficient- 
ly to cause the broken timbers to be 
better removed, and then it is hoped 
more bodies may be found, as it is the 
opinion of nearly all the rescued crew 
that Capt. Carter's and the other bodies 
are held down by the heavy roof that 
is already projecting high up over the 
moored wreck.

Parkersburg bridge, and is a menace 
and terror to all pilots.

at( Cincinnati, and, outside of losses 
from natural causes, you will find that 
the greatest damage and the great- 
est loss of life by fai has been owing 
to boats colliding with the Kentucky 
pier of the C. & O, R. R. bridge.

comes about because the pier is an ob- 
struction to navigation, and that is the 
only reasonable cause to be placed on 
the Longfellow disaster."

YORK, March 11.—Dr. Frederick 


Cook, t e well known explorer, has 
come forward with a new plan for ac- 
complishing the conquest of the Ant- 
arctic region. With a small band of 
scientists he expects to sail from New 
York September 1 next, and it may be 
three years before the expedition re- 
turns. 


This project was for the first time 


publicly announced Saturday evening 
by the doctor himself, in an extended 
paper read before the Geographical 
Section of the Brooklyn Institute of 
Arts and Sciences. DrT~Cook has suc- 
ceeded in enlisting the active support 
of various scientific bodies, and of pri- 
vate individuals as well, in ftis scheme. 
There is no doubt that the sum neces- 
sary to lit and send out the expedition 
—525,000—will 
be 
completely sub- 


scribed within a short time. 


Instead of employing a steam whaler, 


as last year programme called for, Dr. 
Cook expects to secure two sailing-ves- 
sels, sealers of about 100 tons burden 
apiece. Sealers of this capacity are 
only JOO feet long, but they are stanch 
craft, fairly rapid sailers, and superior 
for the ice work. The provisioning 
will be for three years, although the 
intention is to return in twenty-four 
months. 


The scientific corps will comprise 


only five persons, including the leader. 
It will take the vessels three months 
to sail the odd six thousand miles from 
New York to the Gulf of Erebus and 
Terror. 


The Antartic summer will be com- 


mencing when the 
rendezvous 
is 


reached. If a clear sea presents itself 
a further southing will be attempted. 
Otherwise the expedition will imme- 
diately disembark. 


After erecting a substantial wooden 


house for a headquarters observations 


j will commence. 
Later on sledging 


parties will set out over the inland ice 
to explore as much of the Antartic con- 
tinent as possible. For the first four 
months no lamplight will be needed. 
No special attempt will, for various 
reasons, be made to hoist the1 stars and 
stripes to the top of the south' pole. 


Incidentally it may be remarked that 


the Antarctic continent comprises an 
estimated area of 8,000.000 square miles, 
& sixth of the entire surface of the 
globe. 
So far as known the only in- 


habitants 
are 
icebergs, 
glaciers, 


whales, seals, penguins and some other 
animals. 


In the course of his remarks last 


evening, Dr. Cook referred to the dis- 
covery by Capt Lar-zen, of the Dundee 
sealing fleet, who found on Cape'Sey- 
mour, in latitude 64 south, about fifty 
balls, apparently made 
by 
human 


hands, of sand aud clay, and perched 
upon pillars constructed of the same 
material. 


This is the first evidence," said Dr. 


Cook, "of human existence in the Ant- 
arctic. To my mind human habitation 
on the Antarctic shores is not impossi- 
ble, nor do I deem it by any means im- 
probable to find there an isolated tribe 
of men, feeding and dressing from the 
liberal sea farms." 


At the conclusion of the address 


steps were taken to appoint a commit- 
tee of the section which, will assist Dr. 
Cook to send out his expedition.

Why would it not bo a good plan to 


have tho water works board publish a 
statement of its receipts aud expendi- 
tures? The pooplo would like to know 
why it is that tho city pays SlO.OOO to 
Sm,000 in interest oneh year on water 
works bonds. Other citios are able to 
have free water, pay the interest on 
the bonds and discharge a part of the 
principal each year from water rents. 
It looks like our city and county offi- 
cials would like to adopt the system 
used by the water works. Its workings 
in the water works seems to have a 
decided influence ou those public ser- 
vants, but thti pooplo muy call upon 
these bodies for information in such a 
way as will ruuke them anxious to give 
the information the law requires, and 
give it iu fall.
